DISCUSSION OF EXISTING AND PROPOSED ADMINISTRATIVE
PROCEDURES - FEDERAL RECREATION GRANT

FOR YOUTHS - JULY 15 - AUGUST 29

MR. LAN DAVIDSON, Deputy City Ifenager, submitted additional facts on the
Federal appropriation for the summer Recreational Support Jrogram which is being
offered by one of the Agencies of the Federal Government. They had checked with
a representative from the School District, ffiiman Opportunities Corporation, and wi
the Director of Itecreation. Tne program will provide funds up to $8^,000 for
supplemental Recreation Trograms this summer, from July 15th through August 29th,
1970. Tne City, to participate, must file the application to administer the pro-
gram. Efe listed the items which the funds would cover and adtivities that could
be included. Up to 500 boys could spend a week at the Boy Scout Camp. All recrea
tlonal activities could be extended from August Ikth to August 29th. Field trips
to the Natural Science Center, lake Austin lark and other places could be provided
Tfie whole program was outlined. It was pointed out if the funds became available
the program could be set up; if they were not, this extended program could not be
put in motion.

CROSS-TOWN OUTFALL AND SHOAL CREEK INTERCEPTORS
